The explesion this morning was the most 
sericus that bas occurred in the anthracite 
cou] fclés this year. It is now definitely 
known that forty tvo men are severely burna- 
ed ard others sli:htly injured. Twelve of 
them wi!l die of their injuries. The scene at 
the colliery, while the injured men were being 
ixken from the shaft, wasterrible. A crowd 
of seve cal persons gathered at the mouth of 
the shaft, among them the wives, mothers 
aud caughters of theinjured men. As they 
were inken out of the pit they wero | 
to the engine house snd the women made 
despersteefforts to gain entrance. Their én- 
treatice aud frantic demonstrations of grief 
were hc:rirending, but they weresternly kept 
outside the building while the blackened, 
scorched and bleeding victims of the disaster 
were wrepped in blankets soaked in oil. The 
floor cf the engine house was covered with 
writhing human forms, so disfigured by the 
fire as to be unrecoguizable.

BLIND TOM. 


His Mother Trying to Get Him Adjudged 
Iusane, 

NEW YORK, November 26,—Dr. James W. 
Rapnty, as commissioner on lunacy, and the 
sheriff’s jury heard testimony today in the 
application cf Charity Wiggins, an 80 year old 
colored woman, whois the mother of “Blind 
Tom,” the celebrated negro pianist, to have 
hereon adjudged insane and incompetent to 
eure for himself. Blind Tom is nowin Vir- 
ginia, under the care of General James; N, 
Bethune, who owned the Wiggius family while 
in slavery, and has bad charge of Blind Tom 
for twenty years. The Virginia courts have 
decided in a similar application in that state 
thet Tom was a residentof this state, and 
acrordirgly Jodgs Donahue, of the supreme 
court, granted the application ofjMra. Wiggins 
for a cemmisston to decide his sanity, Mra. 
Wiggivs i3 ening General Bethuno for an ac- 
g of moneys he has received duriug 
the last twenty-three years through exhibit- 
ing Biind Tom tn tais country and in Earope. 
Mra. Charity Wiggins, in her testimony, said 
she bed tarenty children, of whom eight are 
dead. Four died before the war. Tom was 
born May 25, 1819, ia Georg He was born 
in slavery. Mr. and Mrs. Wiggin; were both 
siayes. All the ehildren were born ia elavery, 
Eleves cen’d not legally contract marriaga, 
but Tom's parcnts were married. Tom left 
Georgia Cirectly after emancipation. She said 
Tom did mot have the kuowledge that the 
other children hed, and has not to this dar. 
Fewasborn blind. He never could dress 
himself, and slweys had to bs led around. He 
kicew wething abont the war, and witness 
thought be knew rothirgaboutslavery. When 
he wes two years old, if he heard a dog bark or 
# 100ster crow, ho would imitate it. 

If he hoard « bird sing he wua'd go for the 
noise. He had to be watched of nights. Theo 
familly were astonished by his first trial of 
the piano. While sitting at a table 
the piano was heard. The family ran into tho 
room and found him playing. Afser that, 
whenever he heard the girls play, he would 
play asthey d.d. Tom could play anything. 
John G. Bethune took Tom every day to have 
him taught. He wasthen a little over two 

“years ola. When Tom was seven years old 
he was carried away. When away 
money wes given him and he would throw it 
away. Tho wituess and her family left Goor- 
sia in March, 1885. The witness said she be- 
longed to old General John Bethune, When 
the wituess saw him last Tom knew no more 
than when ho left her as a child. General 
Bethune was to have charge of him until he 
was 21,and then bring him home, but he never 
cid. The witness could not read or write. 
Tom was her only support. 

Professor Jozeph Poznancki, who taught 
music to Tom, exid that he was an extraordi- 
nary perzon, but of unsound mind. He was 
rational ever on points of music and eating, 
aud he ate with bishand. Ho had a prodi- 
xicus memory, The professor wrote his 
compositions while Tom played. Tom was 
morvee avd disliked seciety. He also played 
ov the flute. 

Joseph Enbank, treasurer of the Blind Tom 
companpy, was with him for twelve yoars, 
commencing in 1863. Tom did not know his 
«Wo needs. He wasa powerful man. He was 
offended with the professor of music and be. 
gan torub bis handstogether. Tom knocked 
the professor off the etoo!, and threwthe wit- 
nets cutefthe room. At St. Louis the gues's 
((myplained because Tom played until late at 
nigot. Lhe witness was told to stop him. 
The witness wentinto the reom and found 
Tom playing contentediy in the dark. He 
turned aroand and threw the witness out of 
the room. The company took in 
aD average of $3000 per month 
clear profit. He beiieved the profit 
was $25 000 per year. Tom never received a 
cent irom the company. Tom never would 
lenin. 

Lawyer Albert J. Lerch, of Virginia, 
testified that Jom was insane, and had no 
property except an intérest in a suit for 
$22,000 in Virginia, his flate, worth $175, and 
$i0 worth of ciothes, 

The judge in charging the jary, said that 
the case Was au unusval one. There 
wee a wonderful and remarkable momory, 
spd musics! ability which very few possess. 
The questicn to decige was if, in the absence 
ot aii poweror ability to provide for himseif 
spd take care of his property, yet possessing 
niusical power, whether that was sufficient t» 
cites Tom 86 au idiot. 

ibe verdict of the jury was that Biind Tom 
wa tcenteliy unsound, and incapable of maa- 
aging bis own efairs.

A DELICIOUS MORS#€L OF SCANDAL 
IN LONDON. 


The Suit for Divorce Between Lord and Lady OColta | 


Campbell — The Causes thet Brought Abots 
the Action~ a Great Orowd in the 
Courtroom-—Other Foreign News, 


Lonpon, November 26.—The action far 4i- 
vorce brought by Lady Colin Campbell against 
her husband, Lord Colin Campbell, fifth son of 
the Duke of Argyle, came up for hearing to- 
day. The courtroom was so crowded that the 
officials had to barricade the corridors to pra- 
vent the cramming from becoming dan gerous, 
Lady Campbell, her sister and their mother, 
were the first persons directly interested in 
the action to enter the room, They eat to- 
gether beside the plaintiff’s solisitor, Mr. 
Charles Russell, Q.C. - Lord Colin Campbell 
entered soon afterwards, and sat nesr the 
pla‘ntiff and at the rame table, there being in- 
terposed between the litigants none bat their 
respective counsel. 

Mr. Russell,in opening the case for Lady 
Campbell, said his client potitioned for a de- 
cree of absolute divorce from Lord Campboli 
on the ground of cruelty and adultery. Tho 

laintif, the lawyer continued, was formerly 
Miss Biood, and wasa respectable and atirac- 
tive person. She was sought in marriege by 
the defendant, and became engaged to him in 
1880. The marriage was delayed at his lord - 
sbip’s request until July, 1881. 

When the céremony had besn poerformod, 
the couple wentavway on “a molancholy hon- 
é¢ynioor,” the groom being attended all the 
time by a hospital nurse. In fact, Lord Colin 
Campbell was attended by this nurse from the 
time of his engagement to Miss Blood do wn to 
the date of the termination of their married 
life, in 1883. He was, declared the lawyer; 
never during this entire period independent 
of the special nurses’ care, This was becanse 
his lordship was afilicted with discase. Of 
course, plaintiff conld not have any 
idea of what  ailed her betrothed 
husband. The marriage was not consummated 
until October, 1881. The case was so very 
horrible, declared the lawyer, that he would 
refrain as far as possible fromeven alluding 
to its details. , 

At this point the venerable duke of Argyle, 


' defendant’s father, entered thecourt room and 


teok a seat beside Lord Colin Campbell, near 
whom the marquis of Lorne, defendant’s 
eldest brother, had already taken aseat. 
Continuing, Mr. Rassell said that Dr. Bird, 
who bad attended both Lord and Lady Camp- 
bell, would testify that the lady’s life was wail 
nigh unendurable, but that she had tried todo 
what she deemed duty required of her, and 
when she becsme aware of the nainre of 
her huspand’s malady desired to remain with 
him as a companion, and even to nurse him, 
in order to hide his misery from the world. 
Finaliy, however, as it would be showa, the 
wife found herself absolutely naabdle 
to submit to enforced relationship with 
him,- and she told ber hnsband 
so, and explained her reason. Heraplied that 
she was m en about him, and added that it 
Was difficult for him to suppose that she 
believed anything like she suspected to be 
true of him, This solemn disclaimer by her 
husband under the circumstances influenced 
h April, 1833, plaiatif mis- 
carried, Then Lord Valin Oamp- 
bell suggested that she had had improper 
hyzician, Dr. Bird. Whea 
the latter heard of this intimatién he insisted 
on severing all relationship with the family. 
Up.n this the defendant withdrew his accusa- 
tion and ;regnested Dr. Bird to attend Lady 
Campbell. Lady Campbell thenceforth refus- 
ed to permit intimacy on the part of defend- 


-aptand he throatened ber with expaisien 


from his house, if she persisted in 
her refnzal. She did persist 
and husband suspended her 
money allowances. She thea applied for ju- 
Gicial separation. To her application Lord 
Colin Campbell madea reply denying all ner 
charges, The lady’s condition in September, 
1883, was so serious that « surgical operation 
was performed upon her for relief and yes, de- 
spite the fact that all this physica! misery has 
been communicated to herby him, her hus.- 
band during the period of her actual sa fering 
would cruelly accouvt for hor being 
in the condition by making charges of infidel- 
ity agaiust her. 

In Masch, 1854, plaintiff obtained a decree 
of separation. She repaired to her father’s 
bourse at Florence and returned to England in 
the June following. On her way home she 
and her party stopped in Paris, staying ata 
hotel. While they were at this hotel, the 
duke of Mariborough called upén them. ‘his 
visit was made the occasion by her husband 
for a charge of adultery. Lord Colin Camp- 
beli even went so far as to write to the Paris 
authorities requesting them to arrest his wife 
sud lodge her in the prison used for the incar- 
ceration of prostitutes. 

“Tt was Gifficalt to believe,” exid Mr. Ras- 
sel), “that any man of ordinary instincts could 
act in this way toward a wife already so in- 
jured; but,” added the lawyer, ‘Lord Colin 
Campbell’s pride had been lowercd into the 
dust.” 

Mr. Russe!l then detailed the grounds of 
the charge of adultery which plaintiff made 
against defendant. Turning then toa review 
of the countercharges made by Lord Colin 
Campbell agaiust the plaintiff, that she had 
been guilty of criminal conduct with 
the duke of Marlborough, Chief Shaw 
and others, Mr. Rassell said 
the lady waz in it position 
to ruccessfully meet all these charges. The 
duke of Marlborough and Mr. Shaw were old 
family friends. Lady Campbell and Mrs. Shaw 
had lovg been intimate acquaintances. Gen- 
eral Butler, ove of those with whom defend- 
ant sought to connect plaintiff, was old enough 
to be her father, and Mrs. Butler was Lady 
Camwpbeli’s dearest friend. Dr. Bird had 
sought protection for his character by briug- 
ing suit for damages against Lord Colin Camp- 
bel! for charging plaintiff with crimiaal inti- 
macy with him. In fect, Lady Campbell was 
able to refute every one of the foul charges 
brought against her. 

The Srat witness called by plaintiff's counsel 
was Lady Miles, Sue deposed substantially as 
follows: She told Lord Campbell in 1552, that 
Ledy Campbe!) bad resolved to refuse to live 
with him as his wife, aud her reason for such 
decision, but would continue to maintain the 
kindest &icndly relations toward him and re- 
fsain from &}1] mention of her separation in other 
respects from bim. Lord Campbell] was shocked * 
at the information. He protested very hard 
against his wife’s decision and eaid if she 
would reca'l he would let Lady 
) have her own way for 
the , of two years and 
would treat ber with affection. Witness sa) 
acquently visited Lord and Lady Camp>ell ia 
Tendon. She found Lady Campbell suffering 
intense pain, and Lord Colin Campbell ex- 
plained by suying: “There has boen foul play 
vp stairs and Lay Cseap eet’ has had a mis 
carriage.” Lady Miles protested that this 
could pot be so, and defendant reafii rmed that 
he had kept bis promise relating to the two 
years and had beendecoived. He atraightway 
eccueed Dr. Bird of pavens taken advantage 
of his position. Dr, Bird denied the 
accusation and refused to longer 
ettend Lady Campbell unless the accusation 
was withdrawn, A family council then eu- 
sued. Atthis, Lord Colin admitted that he 
hed not meant all he had said, and asked 
Lady Miles to apologize for him to Dr. Bird. 
At the same time he complained of the length

MILEAGE AND REPAIRS. 


An Interesting and Valasable Pamphiet on 
the Subject. 


The MacRae Syztem of Car Mileage and Re- 
pairs isthe title ofa pamphlet printed and circi- 
lated by the Western and Atlantic railroad. Tae 
pempbiet had its origin ina paper read iu Buffa- 
lo, N. Y., last June,.by Mr. E. C, Spalding, car ac- 
countantof he Wesiern and Atlantic. Its publi- 
cation was due to the general request of the rall- 
roads of the country. 

The MecRae system of car mileage and repairs 
wes originated by General William MacRae, late 
general miauager of the Western and Atlaitic 
Ti e syttermm wes d6veloped py Mr. Joseph M. Brown. 
the general freigbt and passenger ageot, and the 
pDiumerous interosting and yaluable tablesin the 


pémphict were evolved from the system by Mr. 


Spsldfiueg, 

Itis interesting to pote that ro other railroad in 
America has yet turnished figuresshowiog the ac- 
tual Hfe, profits, expense, ete , in cars, Sines the 
publication of the pamphiet, the officers of tie 
Vestern and Atlantic have received a large num- 
ber of letters from railroad managers compliment- 
ing the road upon its enterprise aud Liberality. It 
is Latural that railroad wanagers should be pro- 
foundiy interestedin the pamphiet, because, as 
there ere 815 000 freight cars in «he United Siates, 
valned at $244 500,000, with revenue from ear miie- 
ege of $57,000 000 per avunum,it wili be seem that 
the subject treated of isan important one. 

Among the tablesin the pamphiet are several 
ofspecial interest. In commenting upon those 
which show the average mileage made by freight 
Cars Of Various éges, also repairs made, avyeraze 
revenue, expense and net loss or profit of cars and 
per cent of profit or loss for one year, Mr. Spaiding 
£ays: 

‘Taking the valnze of the car as the basis, its 
mileexe as revenue, and repairs asexpene, we are 
artonisbed at the yastness of the iaterest involved, 
A box car will cost $500. A road owuaing 1,000 car; 
will bave a $600,000 investment, A road owning 
10,600 cars will expend $5 000,000 in her equipment, 
These cars sre then ‘‘turned loose upoa thé cous- 
try.’’ and.are expetted to earn a reasonable profit 
on investment.” ;

of a car Cepends upon how long you are willing to 
patch it up with repairs. I believe we have cars 
in occasiona] service which were built twenty 
years ago, but lemof opision that very littic of 
the origival car remains, and they have be@n main- 
tained at heavy expense and frequeatly loss afver 
they pass the age of tweive years. These figured 
prove, I think, that the preseat rate of three fourths 
cent per mile is not excessive if Gars are exvected 
to psy forthemeeives in mileage, and should stim- 
ulate roads to try aud increase mileage revarus by 
proper use of cars. The majority of our cars wers 
built years ago, and I believe are more expensive 
to maintain than the more modern cars.” 

Of the number of days one hundred cars were on 
the Wostern and Atlantic, number of days off the 
road, number of days intransit, aud number of 
days Cetaiied at stations in a given period of three 
months, Mr. Spalding says: 

“I selected 100 box cars for three months as basis 
of my Ca.culations, although figures were obtained 
fiom & much larger number of cars and through a 
lopger period of time, but the figures held good and 
were taken as au average. These cars were in 
transit only 36 per cent of the time, and were de- 
teined at stations 64 per ceut of tue time, and yet 
they avereged 1,175 miles per monvh, or tnirty- 
eight miles perday. This suggests how easi_y tne 
mileege of cars could be greatly inereased if the 
unnecessary Getentions were decreased. Suppose 
the ratio is reverred aud cars are in transit 64 per 
cept of the time aud are detained at stations 3f 
per Cent of the time, we would have Cars earaiag 
2340 miles per month, or séventy-six miles per 
day. This would double our revenue from mite- 
age. Private car companies appreciate these facts 
and, by owning special cars that are in great de- 
mand a1d are not detained an uoreasouable time 
at stations, they areableto carn a much betier 
profit on cars than railroads,” 

Besides the information here reproduced, there 
ic much morein the pamphiet of great interest, 
General MacRae, Mr. Brown and Mr. Spaidiag 
have cone a yaluable service for the railroad 
world. Itis to be regretted that only a limited 
<Gition of the pamphlet was printed. A produc 
wr of such value should have a very wide cireu 

ation.

The President Makes Some Remarks. 

Some time ago William A. Stone, district 
attorney for the western district of Pennsy!- 
vabia, was suspended by the president for 
making republican speeches, in which he 
felt called on toabuse the democratic admin- 
istration under which he held office. Stone, 
who probably reads the newspapers, saw an 
announcement the other day to the effect 
that the president had restored M. E. Ben- 
ton, another suspended federal attorney, to 
ofiice; whereupon he sat down and wrote a 
Jetter to the attorney general, explaining 
that in making republican speeches he had 
not neglected his duties. Stone’s letter gave 
the president an admirable opportunity to 
scoré a point, and he proceeded to do a at 
once. Jie refuses to reinstate Stone, aud gives 
his reasons as follows in a letter to the attor- 
rey general: 

You remember. of course, that soon after the 
pretent administration was instalicd, and I think 
nearly a year anda half ago, I considered with 
you certain charges which had been preferred 
sgainst Mr. Stone as a federal official. Youremem- 
ber, too, that the action we then contemplated was 
withheld by reason of the excuses and explana- 
tions of his friends, These excuses and explana- 
tions induced me to believe that Mr. Stone’s reten- 
tion would insure a faithful performance of official 
duties, and that whatever offensive partisanship 
he bad deemed justifiable in other circumstances, 
he would, during his continuance in office at his 
request, underan administration opposed to him 
in political creed and policy, content himself with 
a guiet and unobtrusive epjoyment of his political 
privileges. I certainly supposed that his sense of 
propriety wou)d cause him to refrain from pursu- 
ing such a partisan course as would wantonly of- 
fend and irritate the friends of the adm!inistration 
who insisted that he should not be retained in of- 
fice, eliber because of his persona) merit, or in 
adherence tothe methods which had fora long 
pn prevailed in the distribution of federal of. 

cee, 

in the light of a better aystem, and without con- 
sidering his politicel] effiliations, Mr. Stone, when 
permitted to remain in olliee, became a part of the 
business organization of the present administra- 
tion, bound by every obligation of honor to assist 
within bis sphere in its suecesstul operation, This 
obligation involved not only the proper perform- 
ance of official duty, but a certain good faith and 
fidelity, whieb, while not exacting the least sacri. 
fice of political principle, forbade active participa 
tion in purely partisan demonstrations of a pro- 
neunced type, undertaken forthe purpose of ad- 
vancing pertisan interests and conducted upon the 
avowed theory thatthe administration of the gov- 
ernment was not entitled to the confidence and re- 
epect of the people.

BoB HILL KILLS BIS BROTHER 
AND SHOOTS MIMG&LF. 


The Two Gill Brothers Get Under the [alinence 
of Liquor—Bob Goes to His Room and Tony 
Followe—Bob Shoo:s Tony, and Thea 
Kills Himseif—a Mysterious Caer.

Bob Hui, the well knowm young lawyer; 


shot his brother Tony to death yesterday 


afternoon about half past twelve o'clock in’ 


their sleeping apartment, at 42} North Broad 
street, and Ave minutes later took his own life 
with the same pistol. 

The tragedy was the most ghastly and hor- 
rible ever enacted in Atlanta, 7 

Bob and Tony Hill were as extensively 
known as any two young men in Atlanta. 
They were the only sons of the Hon. D, P 
Hil), and were born and raised fn this state. 
They were both popular throughout the city, 
and in less that ten minutes after Bob had 
fired the fatal shots the tragedy was known 
all over the city, and great crowds were be- 
seiging the building im which the bodies of 


the dead brotiters were lying in pools of their 


life blood. 
WHERE THE TRAGEDY HAPPENED. 

The building im which the murder and 
suicide bh is a new; two: story brick on 
the west tide of North Broad street, noar the 
junction of Broad, Peachtree and Luckie 
streets. The lower floor was once used by 
Burt Lovejoy for a saloon, but since prohibi- 
tion went into effect it has been vacant. The 
stairway leading to the second floor is within 
the wallsofthe building and terminates ina 
large hailway. In the front portion of the 
building are two rooms, and on the north side 
are two more. The rearend of the building 
is divided inte two room’, similar to those in 
the front, and it was in one of the rear rooms 
that the two brothers died. The room is the 
one directly in front of the stairway, and is 
abcut fifteen feetequare. It was 

FURNISHED NEATLY AND COMFORTABLY, 
but notextravegantly, A bed, a dressing case, 
a bookcase, a wardrobe, a washstand, some 
chairs, a couple of tables and some pictures 
made up the contents of the room. 

One of the front rooms is occupied by Mamie 
Jobpson or Mamie Baker, and the rear room 
next to the one oceupied by the Hill brothers, 
is occupied by E. B. Stanley, bookkeeper for 
the Hunnicatt Rheumatic Cure company; aud 
as far as cen be ascertained these two were the 
only persons in the building at the time the 
fratricido and suicide took place, but neither 
of them knows auything about it except that 
they heard the sbots. 

LIQUOR WAS THE CAUSE. 

Tony Hill had been ona spree for several 
days, and night before last Bob began drink- 
ing too, aud this is sup to have been the 
cause of the tragedy. hen sober the boys 
were kind and affectionate, but when under 
the inflacnce of liquor wera coustantly disa- 
giecing. On Thursday they were both at the 
courthouse taking a hand in the election and 
that night went to their room together. Both 
were then comparatively sober, and for awhile 
they amused themselves with a banjo and 
guitar. They were both good musicians and 
when sober passed miny an evening alone 
with each other playing and singing. Dariag 
the last evening of their lives they had two or 
three visitors and to them they played quite 
awhile. Later inthe night, however, they 
left their room and were seen on the streets 
awhile together and then apart. Oa yesterday 
morning they were both out on the streets 
but were not seen togethe: as faras can be 
aecertained, 

FIVE PISTOL SHOTS. 

About ten o’clock Bob Hill was seen on the 
street near the Lovejoy building. He was 
then apparently under the influence of liquor, 
and was og bs ward the building in which 
he roomed, This was the last seen of him 
alive. About the sams time Tony Hill was 
seen on Marietta street. A short time before 
twclveo’clock Tony went to the room, and as 
he pe:sed from the street into the stairway 
meta friend, to whom he gaid: 

“I want to go up and straighten Bb out.” 

With this remark he passed from sight, and 
when next seen was dead. . 

Soon after twelve o'clock E. B. Stanley went 
to his room, audin a short time walked outand 
across Peachtree street. He was gone a few 
minutes only, but during that time 

FOUR PISTOL SHOTS WEEE FIRED 

in rapid snccession. The woman, who was 
alone on the floor, opened her door after the 
thooting ceased and looked out into the hall- 
way. Sce felt certain thatthe shooting had 
eccurred in the Hili brothers’ rcom, and. after 
waiting a second or two stepped out into the 
bailway. Just then Mr. Stanley came up the 
steps, followed by a boy with his dinner, and 
as he reached the i Soy the woman «aid : 

“Mr, Stanley, the Hill boys are shooting at 
each otheragain. I have counted five shots 
just @ minute ago.” 

Just then another shot rang out in the room, 
and instantly a dull, heavy jar was felt by the 
man and woman in the haliway, just sach a 
jar asa 

FALLING BODY WOULD MAKE, 

Both persons were considerably agitated, 
and Mr. Stanley directed the boy to put his 
dinner down and go for an officer. The boy 
hurried ont and a block away encountered 
Patrolmen Garvey and Wootten. The officers 
hastened to the building, and as they ascended 
the stairway one of them asked: 

“What's the trouble?” 

“I don’t know,” answered Mr, Stanley, “but 
some one has fired five shota in that room back 
there, and I would not be surprised if some one 
bas been burt.” 

Patrolman Garvey hastened to the door, and 
turning the knob, pushed, The door would 
not give, and then, tapping on the door, he 
called aloud: 

“What's the trouble in there?’ 

There wes no response, and. turning to 
Patrolman Wootten he said: 

“Get a chair and let’s look through the 
transom.” 

A BLOODY ®PECTACLE. 

Around table was near at hand and was 
pisced before the door. The patrolman monat- 
ed it, but wes not high enongh to lookin. A 
chair wasthen placed. upon the table, and as 
the patrolman stepped upon it Mr, Stanley 


said: 

_ “You'd better be careful, Them boys wonld

The patrolman was soon upon the chair and 
glanced cautiously into the room. He could 
see nothing, and then stretchiug further caught

BOB'S DEATH. 

Bob’s cyelids quiveréd once or twics, a 
heavy breath or two was drawn, the last one 
ending in @ softsigh-or groan, and then the 
chest'settled down to move fo more. He was 
dead, and the pliysicians crossed hie haad-, 
straightened his limbs and left him to the 
policemen. By tliis time the room was full 

of anxious the hallway was alive with 
them; and the ay and sidewalk crowde1. 
Captain Moon quickly placed a man at the 
doorway and vented anyone, except re'a- 
tives and frien 
Those who were inside began searching for 
another pistol, The woman stated most posi- 
tively that 

SHE HAD HEARD FIVE SHOTS 
before Mr. Stanley returned and one after. 
The pistol found upon the floor was examined 
and found to be a five chamber weapon. Tais 
induced those present to believe that tho 
prothers had shot each other. The woman’s 
story was atrenghtened by finding two bullet 
holes inthe book case and one ia a picture 
frame, two in Tony’s body and ons in Bob's 
head. The pistol was empty, and as tho eearch 
progressed interest increased until Mr, Hin: 
ton Wright,a warm porsonal friend of tho 
dead boys, camein and stated that theshots in 
the beok case had been made upon a formor 
occasion. 
WHERE THE BALLS WENT. 

Dr. Boring, the county physician, reached 
the recom with Coroner Haynes, and made an 
examination of the bodies: He found that 
Tony Hilihad been shot throngh tho left 
breast, the ball passing through the heart, and 
hed also been shot throvgh the muscle of tho 
left arm. The ball which ended Bob's life 
entered the head just above, and slightly in 
advance of the right ear, and came out on the 
other side of the head a little higher up. Tho 
room was then searched for the ball, and ina 
short time it was found upon tlie floor, near 
where Bob bad been found. 

In the examination if was ascertained that 
Tony’s clothing had been torn abont the 
throat. Itpresented the appearance of having 
been torn in ¢ scuffle. On his 

BREAST WAS FUUND A BRUISE 
made in falling against something, probably 
the bed. Over Bob’s left eye was found a 
bruise also which was made probab'y by fall- 
ing against the book case. 

Ajury of inquest was quickly organized aud 
an investigation begun. Ever possibie effort 
was made to ascertain the manner of death of 
each one but ree | absolutely positive 
could be ascertained. Dr. Westmoreland and 
Dr. Boring beth asserted that they believed 
that Bob had shot Tony and then shot him. 
self. They were induced to believe this from 
the location of the w.°"ds and the direction 
the-balished taken. ©. ~v things indicated 
this and the jury beg: work by makiag 
an inquiry into tis death of 
Tony Hill. Mr, Stanley .ad Mamie Johnson 
both. stated about what has been said. Richard 
Clark, Jr., an intimate.friend of thedead man, 
was introduced. He appeared upon the stand 
with great reluctance and when asked whdu 
he bad seen the dead man answered: 

“I baven’tseen him today.” 

“What do you know about the killing?” 

“1 know nothing af ail.” 

‘Where were you when it occurred?” 

“T answered that quesiion when I said that 
I knew nothing about it.” 

“Do you know where you were at ha!f past 
twelve o’clock today?” 

“I do not,” 

“Can’t you give any idea?’ 

“T cannot.” 

“Have you seen Bob Hill today?” 

“T have.”’ 

“What time tedsy?”’ 

“I was not competent to judge.” 

“Why not?” 

“I decline to answer that question.” 

“Did you have any conversation with either 
of them before this occurred?” 

“I did not.” 

‘Was there any trouble between them?” 

“T don’t know of any trouble that existed 
between them.” 

TONY HILL WANTED MUSIC, 

Dr. Charles Pinckney stated that he had been 
in the Hill boy’s. room Thursday aight and 
that they were playivg a banjo and guitar. 
He left them in a good humer with each other. 
Yesterday morning hemet Tony and together 
they went to Dr. Pinctney’s residen 
where’Tony drank some milk. While at Dr. 
Pinckney’s he asked Miss Kate Pinckney to 
play on the piano, but the young lady declin- 
ed because there was no fire in the parlor, and 
Tony said: 

“Well, Miss Kato, if you will play tor mo, it 
will probably save Bob’s life.” 

No attention, however, was paid to the re- 
mark as Tony &sppeared to be about half 


tight. 

Dr. Palmer stated that Tony came to him 
Wednesday night and asked for something to 
sober Bob up with. He appeared to be delir- 
ious from the effect of liquor, and said to Dr. 
Palmer: 

“If Bob don’t straighten up, something ter- 
rible will happen.” 


THE JURY'S VERDICT. 


The jury, after securing all available i- 
mony, concluded that Bob Hill had: gore 
his room during the mornix@ and laid down, 
after partially undressing. Tony came in 
later, and both being under the influence 
of liquor, a quarrel ensued. One of them 
got the pistol ont of the book caze where it 
was a  perrung A Bob, anda tussle ensued. 
In the difficulty Bob fired the shots which 
killed Tony, and when he saw that his 
brother was dead, placed the muzzle of the 
pistol near bis temple and pulled the trigger, 
All of the shots were fired in quick succession, 
«xcept the lastone. The jury, feeling cons 
vinced that this was the case, rendered the 
following verdict:

THE PARENTS NOTIFIED, 


Colone! D, P. Hillis now living in Dallas;

Mr. and Mrs. Hill started for 
Atlanta at once, and reaching the

TONY HILL TALKS WITH HON. 8B H. AILL. 

United States Attorney Hill, who is no rela- 
tion of the dead men, as the name might 
imply, but who was a classmate and friend of 
Mr. O. C, Hill, was one of the last men wno 
talked tothem. As he passed Lovejoy’s this 
morning he saw Bob Hill standing in the door. 
He had evidently been drinking. He spoke 
pleasantly to Mr. Hill, and passed on. In a 
few moments he met Mr. O C. Hill, who asked 
bim to do bim a small favor. Mr. Hill agreed, 
telling “Tony,” as he was called, to come to 
bis cffice. Ho noticed that “Tony” Hill had 
aleo been drinking. Mr. Hill says that the two 
brothers were unnsually affectionate and de- 
voted to each other. A short time ago Mr. 
O C. Hill told him that Bobwas very sick, 
ard he wasafraid he would die. In telling 
this, his voice trembled, his eyes filled with 
teare, and he broke down so that he couid not 
continve. This has been less than a moath 
ago. Yesterday he died at his brother's hand. 

WHAT AN INTIMATE FRIEND BAYS. 
Mr. Hinton Wright, who was ulWays an in- 


timate friend of the boys and who knew them. 


well, said last night: 

“] have known those boys for years, and I

were particularly affectionate and kind to each 
other, I have seen them walk hand in hand 
fer blocks like two boys.
